I appreciate the opportunity to review the draft of 
the DCID. You, of course, are right hi observing that we don't have any 
great equity in it but even though we are not in the collection business 
there axe some items hi here of Interest to es« For instance, to the 
exte& ttat our own Office of Training may be involved In conducting courses, 
either for our own people oar for other®. In escape and evasion we are 
necessarily interested in inteUigence which can assist in making that 
training as rea l i st ic and useful as possible. Likewise we axe very much 
Concerned with the matter of internal disturbances perhaps short of 
hmuxgency but certainly in terrorists activities. As you know we have 
recently developed a defensive driving course aimed originally at our WH 
people but there may be other areas in the world where kidnapping ami 
Imrrassment make such training necessary. Also in our Logistics area 
we are trying to centralize and regularize th§ armoring of vehicles. 
Consequently, in this specific sense we are interested hi hems 41 and 62, 

Our Logistics people and our air proprietaries would benefit from 
intelligence produced in response to Item 43 on Bases, Forts and Overflights. 
ItSm 47 on International Monetary Affairs in a narrow sense is of concern 
to Finance hi Its foreign currency procurement activities. Related to Item 
43 Is Item 51 on Transportation, also of interest to Logistics. Item 52 on 
Communications is of interest to two of our offices. Communications and 
Security. Likewise Item 61 on Positive Intelligence Capabilities at least as 
technical means are used is erf grsat interest to Security In Its responsibilities, 
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. t To therefore, we ere not fa the collection 

business but we are certainly a cufltta&er and while we ******* part icip a te 
in identifying priorities we can take atm# comfort in knowing that at ^ 
a# a by-product our interests are covered. 

I must confess that of the two documents forwarded 
under your note of 28 July 1971 1 read the second one first.
